The Guiteau Trial. 

WASHINGTON, December 2.—Immediate:y 
upon the opening of the Crimina! Court Guiteau 
was placed in the witness box. He glanced at 
the papers a moment and then said: I desire 
Judge Porter to state to you and the honorable 
court that I decline to answer any more ques- 
tions, mere repetitions of what we have al- 
ready beenover.’’ 

Judge Porter immediately resumed the cross- 
cxamination with the question: Was one of 
your purposes in removing the President to 
create a demand for your book?“ 

es, sir, with the modification that it was 
to preach the gospel.’’ 

Witness soon became excited and gestic- 
ulating wildly, insisted upon his inspiration 
and that the Lord had selected him to do the 
work. 

HE WAS NO FOOL. 

The Lord never selected tools to do his work. 
He had inspired him to remove Garfield and 
leit him (witness) to use his own judgment in 
selecting the means.“ Continuing excitedly: 
And the Lord has taken care of me. I've 
neither been shot nor hung.“ 

. Judge Porter: And you did not expect to 

e? 

Answer: ‘‘I decline to discuss the matter with 
you. I didnot have any thought on the sub- 
ject. I left it all to the Deitv.’’ 

Witness repeatedly retused to answer ques- 
tions and,as he termed it,‘‘to discuss the mat- 
ters under inquiry.“ At one tim. he appealed 
to the court tor protection against the manner 
ofthe cross- examination. 

JUDGE PORTER 
said: ‘‘I have not attempted to force a reply 
from you, Mr. Guiteau. If you will allow tne 
jury to understand you retuse to auswer it will 
suit my purpose just as well.“ 

Witness at once turned to Judge Porter 
inguired: ‘‘Well, what was your question, 
Junge?“ 

Witness was then asked if his enter 
ing the Oneida Community was an inspiration 
and if his leaving it was inspiration, and he 
declined to discuss the subject. 

Judge Porter then produced Guiteau’s book, 
Truth, which witness had claimed was the 
result of direct inspiration from the Deity, and 
compared it paragraph by paragraph with 
The Berean,’’ the Oneida Community book 
wiitten by John H. Noyes. 

Similarity of ideas and identity of expression 
was apparent all through, and the wituness 
struggied desperately to explain away his 
palpable plagiarisms. 

A letter aduressed by Guiteau tothe Oneida 
Community was then lead, in which the writer 
confessed his love of and subjection to Joan 


and 


H. Noyesandthe Oneida Communitv. Se- 
eral other letters: writen by Gui 
teau about the time he left the Oneklse 


Community were tnen placedfin evidence, 
identified by Guiteau and read. One of them 
is addresseu to the community sets forth the 


writer’s repentance for his insubordiaation 
aud contains a confe :sion that 
he had acted under tne influence 


of hisown seif-willed,conceited and fanatical 
disposition. Guiteau insisted in spite of warn- 
ings in making his explanations as the read 
ing progressed. ‘‘I was elbowing my way out 
of the community then,’’ said witness. ‘‘You 
want to imagine yourselves in heil ladies and 
gentiemen,and trying to get out; then you can 
understand my position at that time.“ 


The Speakership. 

WASHINGTON, December 2.—The Speakersnip 
fight has taken a new and most interesting 
phase since last night. The Stalwart element 
of the Republican party, led by Senatar Uam- 
eron, is now hotly engaged and trying to make 
acombinationon heifer. Cameron went to 
New York two or three days ago and consulted 


with the Stalwart leaders there. He came to 
Washington and is working all his iafluence 
for Keifer. The anti-Stalwarts are aware of 
this, and have coacentratea upon Hiscock. 
This new phase leaves Kasson a bad third, 
und the indications are that be has no cha ieee.

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LAUGHLIN’S LAW. 


The Bar With Remarkable Unan- 
imity Cordemn It. 


- — 


Emphatic Disapproval of the Startling 
Doctrine Expressed by Judge 
Laughlin. 


The bar appears to be electrified by the 
statement of Judge Laughlin yesterday detin. 
ing the law in its application to the Haten 
murder case. The Judge said from the bench 
If Hatch gave Reilly reasonable cause to be- 
lieve that he was going to kill him, Retily, in 
law, was justified in hunting him up and killing 
him, because the law does not reqnire thata 
man shall wait, for bis Opponent might meet 
him on the street with a double-barreled shot 


‘gun.’’ 


Such unantmousjexpression of surprise onthe 
partofthe limbs of the law has seidom been 
heard. The remarkabie ruling was the theme 
of discussion this morning in the court lebbies. 
on the streets, at the public offices and in 
every direction. The following were amone 
the more weighty sentiments expressed in the 
matter to a POST DISPATCH reporter: : 

GEN. NOBLE. 

Such a statement from the criminal bench 
is simply damnable;if it was quoted correctly. 
It isfopposed to all order, moraiity, common 
sense and the peace of society. There is no 
law in it. 

TRUMAN u. POST. 

This proposition is entirely novel to me, and 
is not supported by the highest authority in 
the State. The Supreme Court rulea very 
clearly inthe Starr case, in which features of 
provocation were presented, and the man was 
executed for slaying the provoker. 
The law Only justifies the act when 
the danger is imminent. 4 threat 
can always be met by a peace warrant, which 
the law provides for sucn cases. 

GEO. M. STEWART. 
I know of no sutbority in law for such iL 
— ie — e for cases of 
ng to an e pa can ; 
peace warrant. sist —— opaaiat 
JOHN C. ORRICK, 

This is not law at all. Such sentiment is 
peculiar to Kentucky, where the principles of 
the dueling code prevail, but itis not Ken- 
tucky Jaw. I am surprised at such an expres- 
sion from the Criminal bench. It will do a 
considerable deal of harm. 

U. 8. ASSISTANT ATTORNEY DRUMMOND. 

There is no authority, American or English, 
for such aluling as this. The Engiish law on 
the other hand required that every precaution 
should be taken even at the moment of danger 
to prevent slaying in self-defense. This is 
entirely new law to me. 

GEORGE CLINE. 

I cannot believe that Judge Laughlin is 
quoted correctly in this matter. He could not 
have advanced such a 22 as based 
upon legal autnority, he danger must be 
imminent and the finger on the trigger to jus- 
tify killing in self-defense. 

JOHN ELLIS,

STATISTICS OF 


How Much More Frequently Mea Kiil 
Themselves, and How and Wavy. 
From the New York World. 

Prof. Morselli, of the Royal University of 
Turin, has just published one of the most 
valuable and interesting volumes On the sub- 
ject of suicide which could be desired by the 
most cxacting student of the topic. I“ is 
true as yet the statistics upon the subject are 
comparatively few, tne period under obser- 
vation is nota long one, and there is gre it 
danger in generaliziog from limited data; 
nevertheless it is possible to define the cnat- 
acteristics and tene encies of this disease of 
modern society. ‘The true literature of sui- 
cide, it may be said, ouly dates from the 
philosopbic movement of the second half of 
the Jast century, and De-fontaines originated 
the word, suiciaium being decidedly prefer- 
able to propriicidium. Tue real statistics of 
suicide began only in the present century, 
and late init. One great fact is disclosed— 
that self-destructicn has increased since the 
beginning of the century, aud goes on con- 
tinualiy increasing. Toe mintmua of sul- 
cides is found in the south of Europe (Italy, 
Spain and Portugal), and the proportion 
rises by degrees as the center is approachenl. 
Suicides are more frequent in piatos and flit 


countries, and less uwumerous among tue 
mountains. In marshes and very low 
lands, however, the tendeney decreases. 


The number of cases varies in all countries 
aceording to the position of the earth with 

respect to the sun, bein: greatest when the 
exrth is in aphelion, aid least when it is in 

perihelion. Spring, summer. and especially 
the month of June, exercise the most posi- 

tive influence on suividal tendency, while 

that of winter, especially of December, is 

negative. The law is absolute that the sui- 

cide rate rises steadily from January to 

June and then sinks steadily till December, 

or, to put it differently, suicide is in direct 
proportion to the length of the day. People 

are more apt to kill themselves inthe first 
decade of the menth thunin the second or 
third, the proportions being 37 per cent., 
32, 30%, and suicides are especially nu- 

merous on the Ist and 2d of tbe month. 
This is attributabie to pay-day with its dis- 

sipation, settling day, etc. In their order 
the days ofthe week preferred by suic des 
are Tbursday, Monday, Wednesday, Fri lav, 
Sunday, Saturday. Saturday and sundiy 
the workingman has bis wages and enjoys 
himself, but when blue Monday comes on 
and be bus squandered them or is shiky 
irum a spree, the tendency to self-destruction 
shows itse f. With women there is an uau-u- 
ally bigh suiciderate ou Suuday, a quiet diy, 
with opportunities for reflection, remorse 

and regret, but at the beginning of the we:k 
thev ere too busy with housework to ne abieto 
afford time. There would be, one mizht-think, a 
general preference}for the night, being q:ieter 
and less liable tointerruption, hut the most 
trustworthy figures show that the hours of 
the maximum are from 6 a.m till noon; 
then there is a decrease, then au increase, 
falling from 3 p.m. to 6, after whith the 
number diminishes till midnight, the min- 
imum being finally reached about an hour 
before sunrise. Suicide, as Tacitus and Suet- 
onius noted lung ago, is most frequent among 
the Germanic peoples, the Germans and 
Scandinavians, and least frequent among 
those of Slavic origin, the diminishing scale 
of numbers being as follows: Higa Ger- 
mans, Low Germans, Scandinavians, Celto- 
Romans, Anglo-Saxons, Magyars, Flemings, 
Stave of tbe Nortb, Finus. Celts, Slavs of the 
South ard Slavoniins. Italico-Romans and 
Latins. Itseemsus if the tendency to sui- 
%%%, is in a direct ratio ta stature. The law 
has been deduced from Italium statistics, and 
is pretty general'y indicated by those of E'1- 
rope, though other con-iderations modify it. 
The rate of suicide rises as the state of civili- 
zation crows higher, and especially as higner 
stages of intellectual development are reach- 
ed, Savages do not kill themselves except 
under stress of bungen or from fanaticism, 
but civilized people tind a thousand more 
motives for self destruction in cerebral needs 
õuused and muitiplied by the mutual rela- 
tions of highly organized society. Suicide is 
most frequent amovg Pr>testants and 
least fréquent among Greek Chris- 
ans, though bere the great influence of 
Slavism should not be disregarded. Tae 
European rate per million is in Protestant 
states 190; mixed, nivety-six; Catholic, fitty- 
eigbt; Greek, forty. The Jews usually rank 
next to the Catholics, but at times excee. 
them, and Hebrews, it muy be adued, ave, in 
Europe at least, more subject to meatal alien— 
ation than their Christian neighbors. The 
countries which possess the highest standard 
general culture furnish the largest contin- 
vent of vioient deaths. There is a marked 
relation between tbe frequency of suicides 
and the volume of crime aud number of ille- 


Litimate births in the different regions of 


Europe. All that causes retrogression in a 
country or in a class of men is aciuse of sui- 
cide—cearness or scarcity of food, want of 
work, a financial panic or, very notably, the 
depreiation in value of money. The intro- 
duction of new machinery in manufactures 
But a financial crisis 
or some such cause needs time for its work, 
and its influence is exerted in the next vear. 
Wherever and whenever government favors 
the exclusive power of the state tothe loss of 
the individual suicide is rare, but the rate 
increases a8 the individual participates more 
and more in public life and affairs. There is 
a certain general relation between suicide an! 
density of population, the proportion beinz 
greater in citiesiban in the country: bu 

the influence of cities is not uniform or 
exclusive, nor is it ever according to ratio 
with the mass of inhabitants. ‘There are 
three or four male suicides to one female, a 
difference accounted for by the fact that the 

difficulties of existence bear more heavily on 
man, While woman, though possessed of a 
more impressionable nervous temperament, 
yet possesses the faculty ofresigniny hersel: 
more easily to circumstances. Suicidal tene- 
dency augmentsin the two sexes in direct 
ratio witb age. Male suicides preponderate 
from the fortieth year upwards, while women 
have a tendency to end their lives on this side 
of fifty, and generally under thirty or thirty- 
five. Precovity in suicide is mos? notable ia 
crowded cities. Marriage deters from seit- 
destruction; widowhood impeisto it. The 
presence of chidrenisa stronger check for 
tbe mother than for the father in married life 
and widowhood, while itis the contrary in 
the state of divorce. The middle classes and 
the outcasts furnish the largest proportion of 
ruicides; then come the liberal professions, 
the industrial and the agricultural classes,the 
ratine according to one (French) observer be- 
ing 596, 218, 128 and 90. Everywhere suicide 
is much more frequent among soldiers than 
among civilians, and in a considerable num- 
der of countries the rate is abnormally high 
among servants. There is also a high aver - 
ue Maintained among prisoners, especially 


suicides than vine. In makiag choice of the 

means of death, man is generally guided by 

the two motives of the certainity of the event 

| and the absence or shortness of suffering. 
Each country has i's own particular preditec- 
tions, but inthe aggregate of the peoples by 
whom suicideis practised, hanging is the 
method most in favor; then comes drowning, 
shooting, cutting and stabpiug, precipitation 
from a height, asphyxia and poison. M hen 
suicide is accomplished by very painful 
means or at the cost of prolonged agony, 
in ripety-pine cases out of a hundred the act 
mav be ascrived to a mind disordered by fa- 
naticism, madness or morbid excitement. 
Hanging in gaining everywhere, while there 
are frequent local increases in the use of 
poison, due possibly to the ease with which 
some particular agent of self-destruction, as 
Pai is green, can be obtained. The extension 
of rsitroads also tends to increase the num- 
ber of suicides by crushing beneath trains. 
In co'd counir es peopie object to drowning, 
es pecisliy in winter. Womenhavea repu2- 
nance to committing suicide openly or in 
public plsces, and when they kill themselves 
witbin doors bave a preference for their owa 
dwellings and the remotegt and ovscurest 
chambers. 

It can not be said that when Prof. Morselli 
comes to sum up his book he is quite as hap- 
py in suggesting the cure as in diagnosing 
the disease. He gives it as his clear and cer- 
tain opinion that “suicide is an effect of the 
struggle for existence and of human selec- 
tion, which works according tothe laws of 
evolution among civilized people,“ and is 
quite right in insisting that religion and 
morals bave never reached the rovt of the ca- 
lamitv. The sole preventive avainst madness 
andsuicide would consist in diminishing the 
struggle for life among men, but the tenden- 
cy is to overcharge everywhere and on every 
one the branches of human activitv. Tae 
direct metbod, checking the excessive mul- 
tiplyirg of combatants, is at present unat- 
tainable; nothing remains but the tndirec’— 
but the means which ameliorate the condi- 
tions ofthe struggle for existence and tend 
to neutralize the inequality placed by nature 
between the various combatants. Fo de- 
velopin man the power of wel!-ordering sen- 
timents andideas by which to reach a certaia 
aim in ‘ife—iu short, to give force and ener- 
evtothe moral charger,“ by putting in 
eperation the best sistemof education and 
improving the moral condition of the pr>- 
etariat classes—this the course recom- 
mended as the coul one likeiv to prove 
effectu al.

The Largest Diamond Found this Cen- 
tury. 
From the Lonlon Times. 

On Saturday night, Nov. 12, one ofthe great 
diamords cf the world—the tarvest, according 
to Mr. E. lwin Streeter, whica bas been found 
Lhis century—wous exhibited at 10 New Bond 
tree. It was discovered in the claim of Mr. 
Porter Rhodes, in the jhumberte Mine, 
Soutb Africa, and by its remarkably whiteness 
completely disposes of the charge aciinst 


Africa being the nurse of tawny 
diamond:, The surfice ditmonds, hat, 
indeed, a yellow bue, but now that the 


miner have gone below the trap they fiad in 
Jagersfontein and other famous regions of 
the Griqua diamond fields the clearest 
blue-white stones. Tbe Porter Raodes dia- 
mond was brought tolight on Februiry 12, 
1880, and before it left the diamoni tields 
£500 (which was placed to the credit of the 
local hospita)) had been paid by speccators 
admitted to see it, and £60,000 had been of- 
fered foritin vain bva syndicate of Loudon 
jewelers. It weighs 150 carats, is swil uncut, 
but is so cloVen that the table“ and one of 
the ‘“‘steps’’ are already formed, and it will 
lose less than most diamends in the cutting, 
being expected to produce a net weight of 100 
carats when it assumes the form of a bril- 
liant. Its great purity of color and comp uct- 
ness of shape make it a beautiful object, even 
in its present rough state. 

Mr. Streeter shows near it models of other 
famous diamonds, the Koh-i-Noor (106 1-16 
carats), With Which Mr. Rhodes has beeu en- 
abled. by the Queen’s permission, tojeompar2 
it at Windsor, the Star of the South (‘he 
great Brzvzilian stone), the Dresden Drop, et-, 
together with the unique jewel the Mackel 
diamond, in which asmaller stone bas been 
embedded by some freak of nature. It was in 
teresting to compare withthese gems the 
more valuable jewel from South Africi, and 
the comparison was enjoyed on Saturday by 
& numerous company, among whom were 
many members of the Curps Diplomatique, 
Mr. Childers, Lord E. Churchill, and others. 
The diamond was shown to the Queen and to 
Princess Beetiice and the Duke uf Albanv at 
Osborne, in January of this year, and her 
Majesty presented Mr. Rhodes on that ocea- 
sion with a wateb, which he showed on 
Saturday with as much pride as bis big dia— 
mend. 


The Census of New York City. 


From the New York Eveaing Post. 

Official returns of the census of New York 
City as regards population and dwellings 
have been received. The population (1,206, - 
7 1) Was known before. Ine most instcuct- 
Ing item, next to this. is the number of per- 
sonsto a dwelling (16.37), which is not so 
large us might bave been supposed when we 
consider the multipheation of tenement 
houses and of large apartment buildinzs that 
has taken place durirgthe last decade. Tne 
average number of persons to a family (4 95) 
has remained about stationary. being a trifle 
greater than this in 1870 anda trifle less in 
1875. The increase in the number of dwell- 
Ings in ten years isa littie under 10,000, and 
the increase in population a little mo-e than 


250,000. It appears, therefore, where 
us the dwellings of ten vears ago 


contained on the average less than fifteen per- 
sons each, ‘hose who bave since been sdded 
centain nearly twenty five persons each (sup- 
posing the old ones to be no more erowded 
now than then), rui-iag the average for all 
the dwalir gs, old and new, to the fl. Ure given 
above. IU is undoubtedly true that the ar- 
langements for comfort and cleanliness and 
consequently for health in the new dwellings 
are greaily superior, even for the increased 
number of occupants, tran those of older 
date. The population of New York, regard- 
ed as a commercial center, cannot be proper- 
ly estimated, without including Brooklyn 
Jersey City, Hoboken and Staten Island. The

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The Fate of Twenty Thousand Pounds | 


of Pubiic Documents. 
Washington Cor. New York Sia. 

The reckless extravagance of Congress in 
voting appropriations for printing would 
wmaze the honest, plain poopie of the coun- 
try, if thev could seethe sight l wiinessed 
ta-day. Indeed, for some days pas- | had 
noticed in passing some Idborers engaged in 
packing up public documents in bags, in one 
ofthe dark 100ms under the House of Rep- 
resentatives. To-dav I had the curiosity to 
inquire Of alaborer what it meant, and] 
learned from himthat the documents were 
being thus packed upto be sent to a man 
who had purchased them for waste piper. 

Some wagon loads were already packed in 
bags and piledinthe hall under the house, 
and the workscemed to be only a little more 
than half done. The room had been packed 


from floor to ceiing, and from the door to 
the other end. I examined some of, the 


books as they protruded from the ends of the 
bags, and found them to be handsomely 
printed public documents of various kinds, 
and mostly illustrated with maps, charts, 
pictures and diagrams. I inquired of the 
laborer what was the number or quantity of 
ibe books thus to be disposed of, to which he 
replied that they were suppose 1 to weigh 
about 20,000 pounds, or tentons. They are 
told al 2% cents per pound. At this rate they 
will bring back about $00 of the many thou- 
sai ds that they cost the people. 


Now, assuming that these documents con- 
tain valuable information, why are they not 
distributed among the people and among the 
libraries ofthe country? I saw a handsome, 
large illustrated volume containing the re- 
port of the Fish Commission, which certainly 
would diffuse vaiuable information over the 
country. tow shameful, then, that it shou'd 
be turned into wrapping paper for the gro- 
cers, or go back to the paper - mill to be 
ground over! Let such is the fate to which 


it has been devoted by the recklessness of 


Congress or the Clerk of the House. I canld 
not learn that the House had authorized by 
resolution or otherwise the sale of waste pa- 
per, aud all I could learn on this head was 
theClerk of the Héuse bad ordered the sals. 
A laborer, in reply to my remonstrance, gave 
utterance to the average Washinzton idea of 
the utility of appropriations by Congress, in 
saying that the printing and sale of the books 
inthis way gave employment to people.

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SOUND PHENOMENON. 


—— — 


Why Engine Bells and Whistles Some- 
times Vary in Pitch. 
From the Providence Journal. 

When two trains, going in an opposite di- 
rection at a rapid rate, meet each other, with 
the engine bells ringioy, or whistles blowing, 
a passenger of one irain notices a marked 
variation in the pitch of the bell or whistle of 
the other train. When the sound first strikes 
the ear, the pitch is atits highest. Gradually 
it goes down as the train dashes past, and the 
lowest pitch is reacbed when tne last notes 
fallontbeecar. Why is this?“ 

This question was propounded to an engin- 
eer the other day by an individual tnirsting 
for information. 

„The question is simple enough,” was the 
reply. To start with, it is an axiom which 
needs no proving that the puch of a sound 
depends on its number of vibrations. Thus, 
While forty vibrations a secoad produce the 
lowest sound, 40,000 a second produce the 
bigh«st. Pitch 1ises with an increase of the 
number of vibrations. 

“A certain number of vibrations are emit- 
‘ed by the bell or whistle Curing the time the 
train is sunning a Certain distance—siy a 
quarter ofa mile, Suppose each train runs 
‘bi. distance in half a mmute. Tuen, as the 
one train approaches that in which the listen- 
ing passenger is seated, all the vibrations 
emiſted during the half minute will strike 
the ear in less than palf a mfnuie (supposing, 
of course, that they can be heird over 85 
vreatadistapee). ‘The reason for this is that 
‘he first wii not be heard until more than 
Vo seconds after it bas been emitted, as the 
soubd Mili bave to travel balf «a mile, while 
the last wil! be beard the instant it is emitzed, 
because the engine will then be withia a few 
fee’ of the ear. Thus, 30 seconds’ vibrations 
will be heard in 28 seconds. When the trains 

‘re receding from each other, the vibrations 
emitted during the hatf-minute will take 
rather more than 32 seconds to reach the eur, 
as that emitted when the train is half a mie 
‘ff will baveto travel to the ear.“ 

„Can you illustrate tuis to make it plainer?” 
the engineer wus asked. 

Certainly I can. Sup "se 4 Man with a 
rubber hose stends ten yards from atu». The 
capacity of his hose enables him to synirt a 
pint of water persecondinthdttub. But it 
durir g, say five seconds, he walks up to the 
tub, allihe while allowing his hose to pour 
Water into it, there will be more than five 
pints of water asthe result of that five sec- 
onds’ work. There will be five pints plus the 
quantitv contained in the stream which 
wou!d have fallen tothe ground if he had 
stood still and at the end of the five seconds 
turned the cock, shutting off the stream. By 
the approrch of the whistle or bell of an en- 
cine, a greater number of vibrations meet 
the ear in a given time, jut as a greater quan- 
lity Of Water reaches the tub from the hose 
by the approach of the nozzle. And, accept- 
ine as correct the axiom that the greater 
number of vibrations the higher the pitch, it 
Will be seen that when the trains approach 
the ear gets more than its due share of vibra- 
ions per second, and when they recede it 
gets less than its share. ;

The Hudson River Tunnel. 
Froma New York Letter. 

The great Hudson River tunnel will be 
completed in two years, and those in position 
to judge say that the undertaking will prove 
avrand success. Night and day men are at 
work on both shores. Those on the Jersey 


work is progressing atthe rate of three feet 
per day, and, considering the manv obstacles 
inthe shape of rocks und coarse material, 
that is pretty fast digging. Every reader of 
the Journal is doubtless familiar with the de- 
tails of the terrible accident that occurred in 
i, 1880, whereby so many men lost their 
ives in this tunnel. Now about five out of 
every hundred men who are sent below re- 
fuse to work, in view cf possible accidents 
milar to that one, which made such a bloody 
wreck. The tunnel will be 5,200 feet long, 
and to-day the work of excavation bas 
reached about 1,100 feet, which is pretty 
evebly divided between the New York and 
Jersey shafts. One new hand was accom- 
panied by his wife, who seemed determined 
% follow her husband down under the river, 
and begged the foreman to give his consent. 
With tears in her eyes she pleaded in vain, 
and finally besought the husband and father 
to earn their bread beneath the rays of the 
‘right sun, and the fellow actually turned 
his steps toward the high land.

Louis may be said to be reduced to an ordina- 
ry pastime. If an injured husband declares for 
vergeance or if an outraged citizen, smarting 
under his wrongs, makes threats against the 
life of bis enemy, all that the enemy has to 
do is to regard himselfin danger and drop 
around some day and shoot the nirrow-sight- 
ed, indiscreet creature. In other words, 
when a man advertisesthe fact that he in- 
tends to kill somebody, that particular some- 
body must make it his business to kill the ad- 
vertiser at once. It used to be believed that 
“threatened men live long,“ but Judge 
LAUGHLIN has the opposite theory, it seems. 
It used to be held, too, that it was the duty of 
a man to keep out of the way of an individ- 
al who threatened him with great bodily 
harm, but our new jurisprudence makes it 
the duty of a good citizen to slay the man 
who threatens his life. In other words, if a 
man suspects or has reason to believe that 
another man is waiting an opportunity to 
kill him, it is his duty to take the initiative 
and kill the enemy whenever circumstances 
favor the job.

The Difference Between Tweedledum and

Judge Laughlin, of the Criminal Court, Is 
this morning :eported as making a statement 
about the law of self-defense in the 
Rei ly murder trial, which attracted much at- 


tention. After deciding the point that when 
Reilly killed Hatch he was justified, he is 
reported as saying that if u man 


made a threat against another, the man whose 


life was tmeatened might hunt up the threat- 


ening party and shoot him down. 
When asked about this to-day he 
said: No, I was not correctly reported: The 
law says that when a man threatens the life of 


another and does nothing to carry it into 
execution that is au idle threat, 
but when a man makes a threat 


to take another’s lite and gives positive proof 


of his intention to execute it, then it is not an 
idle threat and the man need 
not wuit, but for his own protection 
can find and slay the nan who threatens his 
life. It is because men do not understand 
their lights that there ale so many murders, 
and iv nine cases out of ten the innocent party 
is killed.

A PRINCELY GIFT. 


Mr. Robert A. Barnes Gives $25,000 to the 
Central Methodist College. 


Mr. Robert A. Barnes, a gentleman widely 
known in St. Louis as much for his great 
wealth as for his long residence, has just been 


distinguishing himself in a most peculiar way ; 
One evening abouttwo weeks since Mr. Freach 
Reyburn, an old friend of Mr. Barne:, 
called upon him, and in the course of the 
evening the conversation turned upon the 
Central Methodist College at Fayette. Howard 
county, in this State, and Mr. Reyburn spoke 
in high terms of the noble work done by the 
church in educating young men at that iasti 
tution. Mr. Barnes said nothing at the time, 
but just as Mr. Reyburn was leaving 
Mr. Barnes asked him to sit down for a few 
minutes andsaid that he had made up his 
mind to make a donation tothe Central Col- 
lege.

Curious Transactions iu a Franklin Avenue 
Shoe Store. 


The people in the neighborhood ot the

firm 01 Scott, Terry * Hudson, 


wholesale shoe manufacturers, purchased the 
store and left M. L. Watkins, who had been 
employed by the previous Owners, in charge.

A Sudden Ending of the Michael J. 
Reilly Murder Case. 


The trial of Michael J. Reilly,charged with 
murder in the first degree, was brought to a 
sudden conclusion in the Criminal Court yes- 
terday evening. The jury was sworn and 
John Phillips, the tirst witness, testified he 
had sent for Reilly and was conversing with 
him in the seecond story of No. 714 St. 


Charles street, when Hatch appeared at the 
top of the stairs. Phillips caught Hatch by 
the arms, and while hoiding him, or 
as Reilly thought while only trying 
to hold Hatch, and while Hatch still had his 
hand on his revolver, Reilly drew his pistol 
and fired, killing Hatch almost instantly. 
When the witness was excused Judge Laugh- 
lin called the attorneys to the bar. He said 
that Phillips“ testimony was the principal 
evidence of the State and it left a doubt as to 
the defendant’s guilt or innocence, and the 
benefitof which doubt must be given by 
the jury to the defendant. There 
was not sufficient evidence to convict, and in 
accordance with his oath he would be ob- 
liged tonon-suit or instruct the jury to dis- 
charge. After some presentations of views by 
the attorneys Judge Laughlin said the law 
of self-defense was plain. When a man hears 
of threats against his life he is not obliged to 
wait, but can huntthe threatening party up 
and shoot him. In this case there was more

Marwood, since bis appointment as execu- 
tioner, has invented an ingenious noose for 
— people out of the world—unterrified 

y the superstition that inventors of such 
things generably die by their inventions. A 
friend tells me he examined one of these pat- 
ent ropes and it was quite beautiful. It was 
one of a large number which the Government 
has just * out to all parts of the world 
where the gallows marks the advance of civ- 
ilization. But, meanwhile, recent facts seem 
to show that capital punishment will have to 
justify itself to the age of political science in 
face ofthe fact that murderers are constantly 
escaping because of it. There is such a pre- 
judice against hanging people on circumstan- 
tial evidence (in ninety-nine cases out of a 


hundred the only evidence of murder) 
that the capital sentence is very apt 
to be unexecuted. Just so soon as a 


criminal is condemned to death the reaction 
sets in and saves him—as a wife-murderer 
was saved yesterday. To-day scores of people 
are busy gathering evidence and signatures to 
save Lefroy, who murdered an old man for 
his money. His parents were both in an in- 
supe asjlum. Dr. Forbes Winslow watched 
Lefroy through the last day of the trial, and 
says be is insane. This point was not raised 
on the trial atall. Lefroy says heis not in- 
sane, but that he did not commit the murder. 
If the miserable man had only been sent into 
pe servitude for life he would be forgotten 

ythistime. It can matter very little to 
society whether his carcass be buried out of 
its sight alive or dead; but this invariable 
reaction of sympathy fora condemned mur- 
derer isa serious business, and suggests a 
doubt whether Marwood’s function is as 
scientific as his ropes.

Speeches of Counsel in Court This | 
Morning. 


THE JAMINET DIVORCE. 


The Case Taken Under Advisement— 
Scenes in the Court-Room. 


To-day is set apart by Judge Boyle for hear- 
ing argument inthe celebrated Jaminet divorce 
case, in which the evidence was concluded at 
a late hour yesterday. Mrs. Jaminet, accom- 
panied by her sister, Mrs. Clark, quite a 
strong representation of St. George’s Episcopal 
Church, including nine or ten ladies, Mr. 

Alexander, the druggist, Capt. Bofinger and 
many others, entered the court soon after 10 
o’clock and took seats near the jury-box to 
hear the speeches of counsel. Every seat 
within the bar was occupied and much interest 


was evinced in the final stages of this 
remarkable trial. The Judge looked down 
from his bench upon the distin- 
guished gatbering of silks, velvets, 


sealskin and broadcloth, wearing his accu3- 
tomed benign expression and noting from time 
to time the poiuts emphasizedin the several 
addresses. The counsel were limited to three 
hours, one and a half on eacn-side, and the 


opening address was made by John M. Glover 


in behalf of the vlaintiff, Dr. Jaminet, who 
came in rather late, muflled up, = 
e 


bearing some sign of care and anxiety. 
seated himself bebind Mr. Glover, glancing for 
a moment at the fashionable gathering on the 
right, clustered around his wife. 

MR. GLOVER, 
in his opening remarks, said that the evidenee 
introduced for the plaintifrand the detendant 


might appear to conflict, but he had 
reason to believe that the court, 
in its calm review of the testimony, 


would be enubled to bring forth light and har- 
mony and that the merits of the case presented 
for the Doctor would be perfectly clear in the 
end. He called attention to the evidence show- 
ing that the Doctor had led an exemplary life 
throughout his weaded career. ; 
Mr. Glover said thatit was fortunate for his 
client that bis case was to be tried before 


a chancellor trained in silting evi- 
dences, for if it were to be 


tried by the numerical plan the preponder- 
ance would seem to be on the part of the de- 
tense. When Mrs. Jaminet arrived from New 
Orleans, on the day mentioned in the evi- 
dence, she found her husband absent. She sat 
upto awaithim. When hearrived thatevening, 
be found her there nursing her wrath to keep 
it warm, (ach eye a sermonand her brow a 
homily. Her first question was, Where have 
you been?’’ Her second question 
was, „Where have you been?“ The 
Doctor, like 1 sensible man, re- 
piied, ‘‘Wait awhile, I'll go down stairs. 
take off my boots and come back and see you 
about the matter. He returned and told his 
wife that he had been at Miss Benken- 
dorf’s. 

Mrs. Jaminet’s jealousy of a young lady, 
whom the counsel would not name, had been 
the destroyer of Mrs. Jaminet's household 
gods. The reasons for this jealousy were based 
on a few trivial circumstances. 
On one occason Leontine had been told not to 
hurry comirg down stairs to her music lesson. 
She came down and Mrs. Jaminet followed. 
They found the Doctor—oh, monstrous con- 
duct —shaking hands with Miss Benkendorf. 
On another occasion the Doctor 
wanted to know what his wife 
would think of a young lady stroking a gentle- 
man's beard. On one occasion, Miss Benken- 
dort had a dlamond ring and on another 
Dr. Jxuminet’s oid wedding coat had been 
taken from his trunk and hung up in the ward- 
robe. There are the convincing circumstances 
which connect the Doctor with the young lady. 

„is Jaminet further alleges that she re- 
ceived a note on one occasion saying, Look 
out for the black eyed teacher. She is after 
your husband.“ These facts and the other 
that her husband did not meet 
Mrs. Jaminet at the depot on her return from 
New Orleans caused this terrible combustion 
in the mindof Madame Jaminet. Her jeal- 
ousy is illustrated by the fact that she com- 
mitted the hardiy purdonable fault of following 
1er husband and playing the spy upon him, 
taking her child along to help her iu the mat- 
ter. Herownactions are against her state- 
ment, made under vath, that she was not jeal- 
ous of Miss Benkendort, and throw grave re- 
flections on her-sincerity and on her respect 
for the aftirmation she took when she went on 
the stand. 

Mrs.Jaminetis not sincere. When asked her 
weight. in explanation ot her fall on the bed 
during the aliercation with her husband, she 
sa.d sne did not know what sue weighed. She 
is not fragile. 

SHE HAS SOME FLESH, 
and, like al) persons that 
habit of body, certuiniy is sensitive 
about the matter, and isto be ‘presumed to 
know ber avoirdupois. On one occasion her 
husband told her that one woman was the 
same to him as another. She cannot fix the 


of 


time of this statement. She alleges 
that he said that one, two, three, four, 
five women had come between thlem 


She founòs on this a charge of adultery, and 
Wien she nds on cross examinution,that this 
ameunts to nothing, snethen evolves the other 
statement about One woman being the same as 
anotner. The testimony of Mrs, Jaminet, 
tnken by itself, is entirely insincer-.. 

On the other nand hetestimony of the old 
man who asks for a dworce stands well to- 
gether.

The best commercial and financial paper in 
New yorkisthe Evening Mail. It mist hod 
the inside ‘‘age’’ Ontheother papers there, 
as its remarks on stocks, grain aud provisioas 
are fresh, bright and full of ‘‘pointers.’’ But 
for some unecountable reason it gives cotton 
the clear go-by. 

The supply of corn in sight has been reduced 
1,800,000 bushels duriug the week ending No 
vember 26, und wheat bas decreased sb, 000 
bushels.
